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FUNERAL SERVICES FOR 
CLAYTON STAFFORD 


Residents of this community 
were deeplv shocked by the tragic 
death of Clayton Myrle Stafford, 
15-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. W 
W. Stafford, late Saturday after- 
noon. The boy was driving a new- 
ly overhauled tractor from Calgary 
out to his parents’ farm east of 
town and had got within a mile and 
a halt of the tarm when the 
machine slipped from the muddy 
gtade and completely overturned 
crushing him to death beneath it. 

The accident was discovered at 
| - about 7:30 p.m., when Mr. and 
Mrs. W. G. Landymore came upon 

the overturned tractor while on 
their way to town. On investigat- 
ing, Mr. Landymore found the boy 
to be dead and being unable to 
move the machine, rushed to town 
for assistance, Lance Corp. D. 
Cameron, R.C.M.P., and a number 
of men went out at once and suc- 
in lifting the tractor from the boy’s 
body.. Dr. W. H. Whillans exam- 
ined the remains and found that 
he had been instantly killed. 

Clayton Myrle Stafford was born 
in Crossfield and had lived on the 
farm here all his lite until moving 
to Calgary with the family last fall, 

He is survived by his parents, Mr 
and Mrs. W. W. Stafford of 225 
Ninth Ave. N. W., in Calgary; a 
younger brother,’ Eldon, at home; 
an older kgother, Mervin, who is 
operating the Stafford farm; his 
grandparents, Mr. Gnd Mrs. C. C. 
Stafford of Crossfield and Mrs, 
Ellen Anderson of Calgary; and 
numerous other relatives in the 
district. 

Funeral services were conducted 
in the Crossfield United Church 
on Wednesday afternoon, at two 
o'clock, by the minister, Rev.S. R. 
Hunt, assisted by Rev. J, R. Brown 
of North Hill United Caurch, Cal- 
rary. Mr. Hunt took for his text, 
Isaiah 43: ‘‘Fear not, I have re- 
deemed thee; I have'dalled thee by 
thy name, thou art mine. When 
thou passest through the waters I 
will be with thee; and through the 
rivers they shall not overflow thee, 
when thou walkest through the fire 
thou shale not be burned, neither 
shall the flame kindle upon thee, 
for 1 am the Lord thy God, thy 
Savior.” He gave a message of 
comfort and faith, expressing the 
deep sympathy of all to the bereav- 
ed ones in the sudden passing of 
this bright young lite. Mr. Brown 
brought the sympathy of North 
Hill United Church with whose 
youth organizations Clayton had 
become associated since moving to 
Calgary. Choir and congregation 
joined in singing the hymns, “Safe 
in the Arms of Jesus” and ‘'God be 
With You Till We Meet Again” 
Mrs, P. H. Fleming sang the solo 
“Beautiful Isle of Somewhere.” 

| Six young boys, friends of the 

deceased, were pallbearers; Eugene 
Wickerson, Hugh Wickerson, Roy 
Sackett, Robert Mitchell, Ross Bills 
all of Crossfield, and James Cloe 
of Calgary. Burial was in the local 
cemetery. 

The large number of friends at- 
tending filled the church and 
church parlor to capacity and many 
had to remain outside, Floral 
offerings were many and very 
beautiful.

Municipal Taxation 


Many ratepayers in considering 
the duties of the municipal conncil 
fail to realize the small proportion 
of the total tax levy which is con- 
trolled by the Council It has been 
estimated that on an average only 
about 20 or 25 per cent of the tota] 
tax burden is subject to municipal 
counci! control. The whole ques- 
tion then of rise or fall in taxes 
must be limited—so far as local 

contro] is concerned— to one 
quarter of the totai land levy. Al- 


most the only important points at | 


which economies may be effected 
are in adminstration costs and 
roads. Neither of these can be 
subjected to any considerable re- 
duction, without a loss quite out 
of proportion to the saving. The 
responsibilities of a secretary- 
treasurer, for example, require ex- 
pert training; ability, efficiency 
and good judgment. He is the ad- 
ministrator of large sums of money 
expended in many services, It has 
invariably proved good business 
to engage an experienced compet- 
ent man and pay him a reasonable 
price for his services. Any other 
course may involve a municipal 
district in confusion and expense 
far exeeeding any small salary 
saving. The proper maintenance 
and supervision of roads is anoth- 
er vexatious question. But if these 
services are permitted to lapse, 
the initial outlay on construction 
is wasted, and future expense piles

Kqually the school requisition is a
